WASHINGTON (AP) — Thir- 


ty-eight senators filed a petition 
today to close off the Senate's 
record 
filibuster against 
the 


House-passed civil rights bill. 


The petition to invoke the 


Senate's debate-limiting cloture 
rule was sent to the desk by 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field of Montana and will auto- 
matically come to a vote one 
hour after the Senate meets on 
Wednesday. 


In hopes of winning the two- 


thirds majority necessary to put 
the rule 
into effect, leaders 


yelded to the demands of a 
group of Republicans to print 
the Senate to vote first on some 
key amendments to the House- 
passed bill. 


Under an agreement 
nailed 


down Saturday, debate on these 
amendments will be limited to 
four hours each. The votes on 
them will be taken Tuesday. 


All this suggests a possibly de- 


cisive turning point in the long 
legislative battle, now in its 73rd 
day and 14th week. 


With the Senate moving to- 


ward a showdown on civil rgihts, 
the House will take up Tuesday 
a $3.5-billion foreign aid author- 
ization 
bill. This is 
the full 


amount 
asked 
by President 


Johnson in what he termed a 
"barebones request." 


On tap for House action later 


in the week is a measure to ex- 
tend for another year beyond 
June 30 a variety of federal ex- 
cise taxes imposed during the 
Korean war. Involved is an esti- 
mated $1.9 billion in federal rev- 
enues.

ARKADELPHIA, Ark. (AP)— 


Sen. John L.McClellan, D-Ark., 
attributed industrial growth in 
Arkansas to abundant water re- 
sources and the sound financial 
condition of state, county and 
local government* 


McClellan made the 
state- 


ment as he addressed a crowd 
of 500 persons attending ground- 
breaking ceremonies for the $50 
million DeGray Dam and reser- 
voir near here. 


After his speech McClellan, 


pressed a detonator setting off 
a dynamite explosion signifying 
start of work on the project. 
Actually work has been under- 
way on it for more than a year 


McClellan called the develop- 


ment of water resources one of 
the prime factors in attracting 
industry to Arkansas. 


He said industries seeking a 


new location come to Arkansas 
and "find our state government, 
county 
government 
and 
city 


government in good financial 
condition, and this, plus abund- 
ant water, is the main cause of 
our progress today." 


The industrial world knows 


Arkansas is rich in natural re- 
sources and has an enlightened 
and awakened people, McClel- 
lan said. 


He commented briefly on the 


civil rights bill now before the 
Senate and termed efforts to in- 
voke the cloture to stop the

filibster,

McClellan said he does not in- 


tend to surrender in his fight 
against the bill.

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Catholics in 
Saigon Stage 
Riot Protest

SAIGON, South 
Viet 
Nam 


(AP) 
— Thousands of Vietna- 


mese Roman Catholics demon- 
strated for three hours in down- 
town Saigon Sunday, threatening 
the embattled country with new 
religious-political turmoil. 


Many demonstrators carried 


banners denouncing U.S. Am- 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge, al- 
though organizers of the rally 
said 
the anti-Lodge banners 


were not authorized. 


Other banners called Bud- 


dhism an ally of communism. A 
few placards thanked the United 
States for its aid in the fight 
against Communist guerrillas. 


The anti-Lodge demonstrators 


accused the ambassador of sup- 
porting the Buddhists in their 
campaign against President Ngo 
Dinh Diem's regime, which was 
overthrown last Nov. .Diem, 
his family and many of his lead- 
ing officials were Roman Cath- 
olics and the church had a fa- 
vored position under his regime. 


The demonstration brought out 


an estimated 40,000 persons on 
the morning after the sentencing 
of a Catholic army officer whose 
troops fired on Buddhist demon- 
s(rators in Hue last year. Eight 
persons died in the clash, which 
?et off the Buddhist campaign 
against Diem. 


Maj. Dang Sy, 37, was sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment. 
Some Catholics think he is being 
offered as a scapegoat to South 
Viet Nam's Buddhist majority. 


Most of the demonstrators as- 


sembled in a square before the 
U.S. Information Agency build- 
ing .and a US. . officers' mess. 
Some had come 25 miles on foot 
from a Catholic resettlement 
area for refugees from Commu- 
nist North Viet Nam. The reset- 
tlement area is a stronghold of 
ajiti-gevernment sentiment.

Johnson has said little or noth- 
ing that has been critical, even 
directly, of such potential Re- 
publican opponents as Rockefel- 
ler, Gov. William W. Scranton 
of Pennsylvania, Henry Cabot 
Lodge or Gov. George Romney 
of Michigan. 


In fact, the President 
has 


heaped praise on Lodge, the U.S. 
ambassador in Saigon. 


Two Republicans have been 


placed by Johnson in a some- 
what different category. They 
are Richard M. Nixon, the form- 
er vice president, 
and Gold 
water. 


In itself, this suggests that 


Johnson 
considers 
Goldwater 


and Nixon the most promising 
targets. 


In New London Wednesday, 


Johnson said the United States 
must have varied strength to 
meet varied dangers. 


He added, pointedly: 
"The response must suit the 


threat. Those who would answer 
every 
problem 
with nuclear 


weapons, display not bravery 
(but bravado, not wisdom but a 
wanton disregard for the survi- 
val of the world and the future 
of the race." 


Goldwater had recently dis- 


cussed the possible use of low- 
yield nuclear weapons to strip 
the leaves from jungle trees in 
Viet Nam so Communist guer 
rillas could be exposed from the 
air. 


And Johnson's statement was 


reminiscent of those he 
has 


made on half a dozen public oc- 
casions when he has jibed at 
Goldwater's suggestion that the 
United States should have sent 
Marines to Cuba when water for 
the Guantanamo Naval

Goldwater's proposed response 
to the water cutoff was most un- 
suitable to the threat. Johnson 
has said he found it much wiser 
to send one admiral to shut the 
water off by cutting the pipe- 
line than to send in Marines to 
(urn the water on. 


A month ago, in Knoxville, 


Tenn., Johnson jabbed Goldwa- 
ter on a different front. Talking 
about 1936 opponents'of the So- 
cial Security program, the Pres- 
ident said, "If those men had 
had their way, the 'for sale' sign 
would be on TVA this very 
hour." 


Goldwater had once suggest- 


ed a "for sale" sign for the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority.
